It should be made as 
strong as possible at first in a drip 
bag, and a tablespoon or two of tile 
liquid added slowly to a cupful of 
equal parts of hot milk and cream, in 
which nave been previously dissolved 
two or three lumps of sugar. Its ac­ 
tive principle, caffeine, differs in all 
physiological respects from theine, 
while it is chemically very closely al­ 
lied, and its limited consumption, as 
compared with tea, makes it impo­ 
tent for harm.

W o o l C o n s u m e r s ’ A s s o c i a t i o n . 
Boston, S p ecia l.— A m em orial in favor oi 
free wool has been sent to tile senate finance 
com m ittee by the W ool C onsum ers’ asso­ 
ciation. 
It starts out w ith this: 
For tire protection of the woolen manufac­ 
turers of the country, and for Its rescue from a 
m ost hampered aud depressed condition we ask 
for a great reduction, or the total abolition of 
the duty on nook 
A nd it closes thus: 
Ah all the wool grown in the world Is now 
wanted, the American grower could hardly Ire 
Injured by the readjustment of A'alires. If, at the 
worst, his product should fall slightly in price. 
he would be compensated soon by the larger and 
more certain demand from the stimulated and 
increased manufacture. 
The demand for m ut­ 
ton is rapidly increasing, and it is afforded in 
better quaiit y by sheep which produce long wool 
than by the breeds producing short, fine wool 
The half-breed m utton sheep's wool, in the 
warp, works admirably with 
the 
rejected 
worsted libers and the Montevideo fleeces 
the filling. 
Thus the m utton flocks would be 
stim ulated through the im portation of free raw 
materials. 
The American consumer of woolens 
and worsteds would get better fabrics at prices 
generaily lower.

E ffectiv en ess of Vaccination, 
The strongest evidence that has 
yet been offered in favor of vaccina­ 
tion as a preventive of sinall-pox is 
in the figure.-* presented by Dr. Gyrus 
Edson, in the current issue of the 
Forum, showing1 the result of the in­ 
troduction of vaccination as a pre­ 
cautionary measure by the health 
department of New York City. 
Iii 
the spring and fall of each year vaccin­ 
ators employed by the city visit each 
house and vaccinate all infants over 
three m onths of age whose parents 
desire it. 
Between 80,000 and 90,- 
000 persons are thus vaccinated ev­ 
ery year, about 30,000 of those op­ 
ia t e d 
upon being children. 
The 
vaccination corps was established in 
1 n>*4, and two years thereafter the 
results of the work first became man­ 
ifest. 
Dr. Edson says: 
The deaths from sinall-pox previous 
to 1876 averaged 59.57 per 100,000 
per yearisince 1876 they have aver­ 
aged 8.28 per 100,000 per j'ear, 
and this average is being yearly 
reduced. 
During tic* past sixteen 
m onths 
we have 
had only two 
cases of the discase in New York City. 
One of these* eases occurred in the 
m ost thickly populat* I part of th** 
city, where toe number of inhabitants 
j per acre is greater than any other 
spot in the world: yet so well was the 
neighborhood protected th at not a 
single crse occurred am ong the many 
that were exposed.

The 
Standard, lik e the Tim es, is a thick-and- 
fhin supporter o f the .Salisbury adm inistra­ 
tion, and its utterances ar • doubtless in­ 
tended a* feelers for yiopular sentim ent. 
So far the tw o capers stand w ithout an ally 
in their threatening attitude 
toward the 
United State*. T hey undoubtedly voice the 
inner prejudice of a cla-'s influential in the 
governm ent circles. The landed aristocracy, 
who form the backbone o f E nglish con­ 
servatism, w ould not object to an A m erican 
war; and th e farmers w ho pay rent to the 
aristocracy w o u l d b e benefited by the <ax-?* 
clu-ion ol A m erican meat and prod*<je. 
These only could derive m uch advantage 
from a .struggle that 
w o u l d close British 
ports to the United States. 
On the other hand, the interests of the 
active m oneyed and o f 
tne 
industrial 
classes are ail bound up w ith peace. 
It is 
estim ated that the annual incom e from 
British capital invested in 
the 
U nited 
States, leaving out ol account the nrofiUi o f 
trade and com m erce, is considerably in e x ­ 
cess of $]UO.(*X>.000. 
Besides, there are vast 
com m ercial interests that w ould he par­ 
alyzed by war, and the awful distress in 
Lancashire consequent on the lack o f cot­ 
ton for m anufacturing purposes during the 
American civil war w ould not com pare 
with the m isery that m ight now' follow an 
em bargo on Am erican raw m aterial for 
British manufacturer*.

But it would !«■ entirely against 
Torv traditions to abandon the Briti*!. hold 
on Egypt, w hile the continuation ot French 
interference in tho fisheries of the New ­ 
foundland shore m ust excite to a blaz* tie- 
sm ouldering re. em inent o fth e people of 
that island, who have in this m atter the 
full sym pathy o f ti.eir brethren through­ 
out British North Am erica. 
The anuuos tv between 
England and 
France is every day grow ing m ore bitter on 
these and other questions, and a French 
war is m ore than j^reible. 
1 he cordial re­ 
lations that now exist between Great Brit­ 
ain and Germ any indicate that, in such an 
event, the E nglish w ould not be w ithout 
continental allies.

that the am endm ent must m ake the bil 
practically free coinage, before they vote;o> 
a free coinage m easure pure and sim ple, 
and if the tw enty-eight senators vote wit I 
them they can pass it.

Tea is a nerve stim ulant, pure and 
simple, acting like alcohol in this re­ 
spect. w ithout any value th a t the 
latter m ay possess as a retarder of 
waste. 
It has a special influence up­ 
on those nerve centres th at supply 
will power, exalting their sensibility 
beyond norm al activity, and m ay 
even produce hysterical sym ptom s, 
if carried far enough. 
The active 
principle, theine, is an exceedingly 
powerful drug, chiefly em ployed by 
nerve specialists as a pain destroyer, 
possessing the singular quality of 
working tow ards the surface. 
T hat 
is to say, when a dose is adm inister­ 
ed hypodem ically for sciatica, for ex­ 
ample, the narcotic influence pro­ 
ceeds outward from the point of in­ 
jection, instead of inwards tow ards 
the centres, us does th at of morphia, 
atropia, &c. 
Tea is totally devoid of 
nutritive value, nnd the habit o f 
drinking it to excess, which so m any 
American woman indulge in, partic- 
larlv in the country, is to be deplored 
as a cause of our American nervous- 
uess. 
Coffee, on the contrary, is a nerve 
food. 
Like other concentrated foods 
of its class, it operates as a stimu- 
lant also, but upon a different set of 
»s from tea. 
Taken strong in 
tiie morning, it often produces dizzi­ 
ness and th a t peculiar visual sym p­ 
tom of over stim ulus th at is musca* 
volitantos—dancing flies. 
But this 
is an improper way to take it, and 
rightly used it is, perhaps, the m ost 
valuable liquid addition to the morn­ 
ing meal. 
It should be made as 
strong as possible at first in a drip 
bag, and a tablespoon or two of tlie 
liquid added slow ly to a cupful of 
equal parts of hot milk and cream, in 
which nave been previously dissolved 
tw o or three lumps of sugar. 
Its ac­ 
tive principle, caffeine, uiffers in all 
physiological respects from theine, 
while it is chemically very closely al­ 
lied, and its limited consum ption, ns 
compared with tea, makes it im po­ 
tent for harm.

M e m o r ia l S e n t t o t h e S e n a t e b y th e 
W o o l C o n s u m e r s ’ A s s o c ia t io n . 


B o s t o n , Special.—A m em orial in favor ol 
free wool has been sent to the senate finance 
com m ittee by the W ool Consumers’ asso­ 
ciation. 
It starts out with this: 
For tlie protection of the woolen manufac­ 
turers of the country, an<I for its rescue from a 
m ost hampered and depressed condition we ask 
tor a great reduction, or the total abolition of 
tlie duty ou wool. 
And it closes thus: 
As all ttie wool grown in the w orld is now 
wanted, the American grower could hardly be 
injured by the readjustment of value*. If, at the 
worst, his product should fall slightly in price, 
lie would be com pensated soou by the larger and 
more certain demand from the stim ulated and 
increased manufacture. 
The demand for m ut­ 
ton is rapidly increasing, and it is afforded in 
better quality by sheep which produce long wool 
than by the breeds producing short, fine wool. 
The half-breed m utton sheep's wool, in the 
warp, works adm irably with 
the 
rejected 
worsted libers and the Montevideo fleeces in 
the filling. 
Thus the m utton flocks would be 
stim ulated through the im portation of free raw 
m aterials. 
The American consumer of woolens 
and worsteds would get better fabrics a t prices 
generally lower.

vaccination corps was established in 
I nn i, and two years thereafter the 
results of the work first became man­ 
ifest.

One of t he deepest well* that inspiration 
ever opened is this well of a parable which we 
can never exhaust. 
The parable, 1 suppose, 
w as founded on facts. I have described to you 
the going a way o ' this prodigal sou Irom 
his father's house, and I have showed you 
w hat a hard time he had down in the wilder­ 
ness. and what a very great m istake it was 
for him to leave so beaut i ol a home for such 
a miserable desert. 
But he did not always 
sta y ia the wilderness: lie came back a ter 
awhile. 
We do not read th at 1m> m other 
came to greet him. 
1 suppose she was dead. 
She would have been the first to come out. 
The father would have given the second kiss 
to the returning prodigal; the m o th er the 
first. 
It m ay have been for the lack of her 
example and prayers t h a t he became a prod­ 
igal. 
{Sometimes the -atln r does not know 
how to m anage the children of the house­ 
hold. 
The chief work comes upon the mother. 
Indeed, no one ever gets over the calam ity 
of losing a m other in early life. 
Still, this 
young m an was not ungreeted when he came 
back. 
However well apparelled we m ay be in the 
m orning when 
s ta rt o u t on a journey, be­ 
fore night, what with the d u st ar.d the jos­ 
tling, we have lost all cleanliness of ap p ear­ 
ance. 
But this prodigal, wlnn he started 
from the swine trough, was ragged and 
wretched, ami his appearance, after he had 
gone through days o journeying and expos­ 
ure, you can more »asily imagine th au de­ 
li ribe.
